Disunity 
Deep Among

7. SIGNING THE CHOICE .FORM 


A choice form may be signed,by a parent or other adult person acting as,parent ,rA.student,.whq,hasLreaehed ther«£« ofa 


15 at the tune of choice, or will next enter the ninth or any higher grade, may sign his own choice form. The student's choice 
shall be controlling unless a different choice is exercised by his parent before the end of the period during which the stu- 
dent exercises his choice. 


.8. PROCESSING OF CHOICES 


No choice will be denied for any reason other than overcrowding. In cases where granting all choices for any school 


would cause overcrowding, the students choosing the school who live closest to it will be assigned to that school. When- 
ever a choice is to be denied, overcrowding will be determined by a uniform standard applicable to all schools in the system.. 


9. NOTICE OF ASSIGNMENT, SECOND CHOICE 


All students and their parents will be promptly notified in writing of their school assignments. Should any student be 


denied his choice because of overcrowding he will be promptly notified and given a choice among all other schools in the 
system where space is available. 


10. STUDENTS MOVING INTO THE COMMUNITY 


A choice of school for any student who will be new to the school system may be ma'de during the 30-day choice period 


or at any other time before he enrolls in school. An explanatory letter, this notice and the school choice form will be given 
out for each new student as soon as the school systun knows about the student. At least seven days will be allowed for the 
return of the choice form when a choice is made after the 30-day choice period. A choice must be made for each student. 
No assignment to any school can be marie unless a choice is made first. 


11. STUDENTS ENTERING FIRST GRADE 


The parent, or other adult person acting as parent, of every child entering the first grade is required to choose the 


school his child will attend. Choices will be made under the same free choice process used for students new to the school 
system in other grades, as provided in paragraph 10. 


12. PRIORITY OF LATE CHOICES 


No choice made after the end of the 30-day choice period may be denied for any reason other than overcrowding. In the 


event of overcrowding, choices made during the 30-day choice period will have first priority. Overcrowding will be deter- 
mined by the standard provided for in paragraph 8. Any parent or student whose first choice is denied because of over- 
crowding will be given a second choice in the manner provided for in paragraph 9. 


13. TESTS, HEALTH RECORDS AND OTHER ENTRANCE REQUIREMENTS 


Any academic tests or other procedures used in assigning students to schools, gredes, classrooms, sections, courses of 


study, or for any other purpose, will be applied uniformly to all students without regard to race, color or national origin, 
No choice of school will be denied because of failure at the time of choice to provide any health record, birth certificate! 
or other document. The student will be tentatively assigned in accordance with the plan and the choice made, and given 
ample time to obtain any required document. Curriculum, credit, and promotion procedures will not be applied in such, a 
way as to hamper freedom of choice of any student. 


14. CHOICES ONCE MADE CANNOT BE ALTERED 


Once a choice has been submitted, it may not be changed, even though the choice period has not ended. The choice Is 


binding for the entire school >ear to which it applies, except in the case of (1) compelling hardship. 12> change of residence 
to a place where another school is closer, (3) the availability of a school designed to fit the special nevds of a physically 
handicapped student, (4) the availability at another school of a course of study required by the student, which is not avail' 
able at the school chosen. 


15. ALL OTHER ASPECTS OF SCHOOLS DcSEGREGATED 


All school-connected services, facilities, athletics, activities and programs are open to all on a desegregated basis. A 


student attending school for the first time on a desegregated basis may not be subject to any disqualification or waiting per* 
iod for participation in activities and programs, including athletics, which might otherwise apply because be is 9 transfer 
student. All transportation furnished for the school system will also operate on a desegregated basis, faculties will be de- 
segregated, and no staff member will lose liis position because of race, color or national origin. This includes any case 
where less staff is needed because schools aiv closed or enrollment is reduced.

It is used by 
many players in direct re- 
sponse to a no-trump opening 
so that four no-trump may be 
used as a nonforcing slam 
invitation. 


South's 
four-diamond call 


showed no aces or four aces, 
and it wasn't any bother for 
North to tell which it was. 
North could now count 12 
tricks. He could have bid five 
clubs to ask for kings, but 
there was no reason to do so. 
They were playing standard 
no-trump openings and, since 
that limited South to an abso- 
lute maximum of 18 high-card 
points, he could not have four 
aces plus a king. Therefore, 
North settled for six no-trump 
and sat back happily to watch 
his partner play the pianola. 


South was an expert in a 


hurry. He counted quickly to 
12 and might well have just 
spread his hand and claimed 
six but, hurry or no hurry, 
South was an expert and all 
experts bear in mind that a 
no-trump overtrick is 30 points 
and that those 30 points add 
up if you get them continu- 
ally. 


Therefore, South did show 


his hand but he announced, 
"Seven if the squeeze devel- 
ops; otherwise I'll just take 
six." 


West was also an expert in 


a hurry. He looked at South's 
hand and said, "Seven." 


If you don't see how South 


makes seven, you should be 
able to see it. It is an auto- 
matic s q u e e z e that South 
must fall into if he runs off 
his club and diamond tricks. 
South will come down to ace- 
jack of hearts while North 
will hold the jack of spades 
and five of hearts and West 
won't be able to protect both 
suits. Of course, West could 
have opened the king of hearts 
and broken this squeeze, but 
West wasn't clairvoyant.

Because roaming cats eat baby 


quail— and 
hunters don't like 


that. 


So the commission's action to 


restrict dogs is only the public 
expression of a principle to which 
most 
sportsmen subscribe— 


preservation of game comes 
first. 


The ban on free-running dogs 


from April through July is ob- 
viously to protect deer at a time 
when they are producing young. 
The commission's bulletin pub- 
lishes some pretty terrible pic- 
tures of what roaming dogs have 
done to young deer. 


Everyone knows that rabbits 


are prolific, but the commission 
bulletin gives statistics. There 
are from three to five litters a 
year, and a litter ranges from one 
to eight bunnies.

sportsmen, for rabbit-hunting is 
No. 1. 


I read further: "Youngrabbits 


are born in a nest—a fur-lined 
depression which is usually out 
in the open." 


I discovered that for myself. 


A couple of summers ago I was 
mowing my backyard when I

over a new and unex- 


plained hole. Next time around, 
with the grass cleared away, I 
stopped to examine it. Ten small 
rabbits were in turn examining 
me. They reached a simul- 
taneous decision— and there was 
a rabbit explosion in 10 direc- 
tions.
